Then he began to curſe and to ſwear, that 
he knew not the man.

T that time the Paſche was, and Azymes 
after two days and the chicf Prietts and 
the Scribes _ how they might by ſome 
guile. lay hands on Jeſus, and kill him. But 
they ſaid, Not on the Feſtival-day, leſt there 
might be a tumult of the people. And when 
he was in Bethantia, in the haute of Simon the 
leper, and fate at meat, there came a Woman, 
- having an Alabaſter Box of Oyntment of pres 
l C108 
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cious Spikenard,and breaking the Alabaſter Box, 
ſhe poured it upon his Head. But there were 
certain that had indignation within themſelves, 
and faid, Whereto is this waſte of Oynment 
made ? for this Oyntmeat might have been 
fold for more than three hundred pence, and 
_ to the poor. And they murmured againſt 

er. Bur Jeſus faid, Let her alone, why do 
you molett her ? ſhe hath wrought a good work 
upoa me; for the poor you havealways with 
you; and when you will you may do them 
good : bit me you have not always. That 
which ſhe had, ſhe hath done : ſhe hath pre- 
vented to anoint my Body to the Burial. A- 
men, I fay to you, whereſoever this Goſpel 
ſhall be preachcd in the whole World, that alſo 
which ſhe hath done, ſhall be told for the me- 
mory 'of her. And Jadzs Iſcariot, one of the 
twelve, went his way to the Chict Prieits, tor 
to betray him to them. Who hearing it, 
were glad, and they promiſed him, that they 
would give him mony.

firſt day of the Azymes, when they ſacrificed - - 


the Paſche , the Diſciples fay to him , Whi- 
ther wilt thou that we go, and prepare for 
thee to eat the Paſche ? Aud he ” war's rwa 
of his Diſciples, and faith to them, Go ye into 
the City, and there ſhall meet you a man 
cartying a pitcher of water; follow %him : and 
whitherſoever he entreth, ſay to the maſter 
of the houſe, the Maſter faith, Where is m 
Refectory, where I may eat the Paſche wit 
my Diſcipl-s? And he will ſhew you a great cham- 
ber adorned, and there prepare for us. And 
his Diſciples went their ways, and came into 
the city : and they found as he had told them,

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and they - prepared the Paſche. And when 
Evening was come, he cometh with the twelve. 
- And wizer they were titting at the table, and 
eating, Jeſus ſaid, Amen, I fay to you, That 
one of you ſhall betray me, he that eateth 
with me. But they began to be fad, and to ſay 
to him ſeverally, is it I ? Who ſaid to them, 
One of the twelve, he dippeth with me his 
hand in the diſh. And the Son of man indeed 
goeth as it is written of him ; but wo to that 
man, by whom the Son of man ſhall be be- 
trayed ; it were good for him if that man had 
not been born. And while they were eating , 
Jeſus took Bread, and blefling brake , and gave 
to them, and faid, Take, this is my Body.

And 
as he was yet ſpeaking, cometh Judas Iſcarior, 
one of the twelve, and with him a great multi- 
tude with Swords and Clubs, from the Chief 
Prieſts, and the Scribes, and the Ancients. And 
the betrayer of him had given them a ſign, ſay- 
ing, Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs, it is he, lay hold 
on him, and lead him warily, And when he was 
come, immediately going to him,he ſaith,Rabbz, 
and he kiſſed him : but they laid hands upon 
him, and held him.

Jeſus to the Chief Prieſt, andall the Prieſts, and 
the Scribes,and the Ancients aſlembled together. 
And Peter fellowed him afar off, even in unto 
the Court of the High Prielt, and he fate with 
the ſervants at the tire, and warmed himſelf.

And when the multitude was 
come up, they began to require according as 
always he did unto them. And P:late an{we- 
red them, and faid, Will you, that I releaſe to 
you the King of the Jews ? for he knew that the 
Chief Prieſts for envy had delivered him.But the 
Chief Prieſts moved the people, that he ſhould 
releaſe Barabbas rather ro them. And Plate 
in anſwering, ſaid to them, What will you 
then that I doto the King of the Jews? But 
—_—_ cryed,Crucifte him. And Plate,faid 
ro them, Why, what evil hath he done ? Burt 
=_ cryed the more, Crucifie him. And Þ:/ate, 
willing to ſatisfie the people, releaſed to them 
Barrabas, and having ary one are delivered 
him to be crucified. ! And the fouldiers led him 
into the court of the Palace, and they call toge- 
ther the whole band : and they cloath him in 
purple, and platting a crown of thorns,they.put 
it upon him. And they began to falute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews. And they ſmote his 
head with a reed ; and they did ſpit on him, 
and bowing tbe knees, they adored him. And 
after they had mocked him, they ſtripped him 
of the purple, and put on him his own gar- 
ments, and they led him forth to crucifie him. 
And they forced a certain man that paſſed by 
. Simon a Cyrenean coming from the countrey, 
the father of Alexander and Rufus, to take up 
his croſs. And they bring him into the place 
Golpotha, which, being interpreted, is,The place 
of Calvari. And they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh ; and he took it nor, 
And,cructying him, they divided his garments, 


caſting lots upon them,who ſhould take which. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified 
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him. And the title of 'his cauſe was _ 
ſcribed , King of the Fews. And with him 
they crucified two thieves, one on the right 
hand, another on the left. And the Scripture 
was fulfilled that faith, And with the wicked he 
was reputed. And they that paſſed boy, blaſphe- 
med him, wagging their heads,and ſaying, Vah, 
he that deſtroyeth the Temple, and in three 
days buildeth .it, fave thy ſelf, coming down 
from the croſs. In like manner alſo the Chief 
Prieſts mocking, faid with the Scribes one to 
another, He ſaved others, himſelf he cannor 
fave. Let Chriſt, the King of Iſrael, come 
now down from the croſs, that we may ſce and 
believe. And they that were crucified with 
him , railed at him. And when it was the 
ſixth hour, there was made darkneſs upon the 
whole earth until the ninth hour. And at the 


ninth hour Jeſi cried out with a _— = 


ſaying, Elo, £297, lamaſabatthani ich is 
being interpreted, My , my God, why haſt 
thou forſaken me? And certain of the ſtanders 
about hearing, ſaid,Behold he calleth E/z2s.And 
one running and filling a ſpunge with vinegar, 
and putting it about a reed, gave him drink, 
ſaying , Let be; let us ſee it Elzas come 
to take him down. And Jeſus , puttin 

forth a mighty voice , gave up the ghoſt. 


Here the Faithful kneel, or proſtrate them- 
ſelves, for a while upon the ground. 


And the veil of the Temple was rent in two, 
from the top to the bottom. And the Cen- 
turion, that ſtood over againſt him, ſeeing that 
ſo crying he had given up the Ghoſt, ſaid, In- 
deed this Man was the.Son of God. And there 
v 9 were 
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were alſo women looking on afar off : among 
whom was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James the leſs, and of Joſeph and 
Salome ; and when he wasin Galz:lee, they fol- 
lowed him, and miniſtred to him, and many 
other women, that came up together with him 
to Jeruſalem. |

T* thoſe days ſaid I/aias, Who hath believed 


our hearing 7 and the arm of our Lord, to 


whom is it revealed? And he ſhall come up as 
a young Sprig before him, and as a Root from 
a thirſty ground. There is no beauty in him, 
nor comlineſs ; and we have ſeen him, and 
there was no ſightlineſs, and we were deſirous 
of him.

A” that time the feſtival day of the A- 
zymecs approached , which is called 
Paſche : And the Chief Prieſts and the 
Scribes fonght how they might Kill Jeſus, but 
they fearcd the people. And Satan centred into 
Judas that was iirnamed 1/cariot, one of the 
twelve: And he went and talked with the 
Chict Prieſts and the Magiſtrates , how he 
might betray him to them. And they were 
lad, and bargained to give him money. And 
e promiſed, And he ſought opportunity to 
betray him apart from the multitudes. And 
the day of the Azymes came, wherein it was 
neceſſary that the Paſche ſhould be killed. And 
heſent Peter and Johy, ſaying, Go and prepare 
us the Paſche, that we may eat. Burt they ſaid, 
Where wilt thou that we prepare it? And he 
faid to them, Behold, as youenter into the Ci- 
ty, there ſhall meet you a man carrying a Pit- 
cher of water, follow him into the houſe into 
which he egtercth ; and you ſhall fay to the 
good man of the houſe, The Maſter faith ta 
thee, Where is the Inn whereI may eat the 
Paſche with my Diſciples? And he will ſhew you 
2 great Refectory adorned, and there prepare, 
And.they going, found as he faid to them, and

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prepared the Paſche. And when the hour was 
come, he fate down, and the twelve Apoſtles 
with him, and he faid to them, With detire I 
have delircd to eat this Paſche with you,before 
I ſuffer.

And taking Bread, he gave thanks, 
and brake, and gave to them, ſaying, This is my 
Body which is given for you. Do this tor a 
commemoration of me. In like manner the 
Chalice alſo, after he had ſupped, ſaying, Chis is 
the Chalice of the New Teſtament in my Blood 
which ſhall be ſhed for you. But yer behold 
the Þand of him that betrayeth me, is with me 
on the. Table. And the Son of man indeed 
octh according to that which is decermined 3 
ut yet wo to that man-by whom he ſhall be 
betrayed. And they began to-queition among 
themſelves, which of them ir {houtd Le that 
ſhould do this. And there fell alſo a conten- 
tion between them, which of them ſeemed to 
be greater. And he ſaid unto them, The Kings 
of the Gentils over-rule them ; and they that 
have power upon them , are called benchicial, 
But you not ſo, btit he that 1s the greater a- 
mong you, let him become as the younger z 
and he thar is the leader; as the wairer.- For 
which is greater, he that fitteth at Table, or 
he that miniſtreth ? Is not he that fitteth ? Bur 
I amin the midit of you, as he that miniſtreth, 
and you are they that have remained with me 
in my temptation. And I diſpoſe to you , as 
my Father diſpoſed ro me, a Kingdom ; that 
| you 
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ou may eat and drink upon my Table in my 
ingdom, and may fit upon Thrones Jugin 
the twelve Tribes of Iſrael. And our Lord faid, 
Simon, Simon, behold Satan required to have you 
for to ſift as Wheat : but I have prayed for thee 
that rhy faith fail not ; and thou once conver- 
ted, confirm thy Brethren. Who faid to him, 
Lord, with theeI am ready to go both into pri- 
ſon, and unto death. And he faid, I fay unto 
thee, Peter, the Cock ſhall not crow to day, till 
thou deny thrice thou knoweſt me.

came as drops of blood trickling down |

ou enter *into temptation. As he was yet 
Feaking, behold a multitude, and he that was 
called Judas, one of the twelve , went before 
them, and approached to Jeſus, for to kiſs him. 
And Jeſus Fatt to him, Judas, with a kiſs, doſt 
thou betray the Son of man? And they that 
were about him, ſeeing what would be, ſaid to 
him, Lord, ſhall we ſtrike with the ſword ? 
And one of them fmote the fervant of the High 
Prieſt, and cut off his right ear. Bur Jeſus an- 
{wering, ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. And when 
he had rouched his ear, he healed him. And 
Jeſus ſaid to them, that were come unto him, 
the Chief Prieſts and Magiftrates of the Tens- 
ple, and Ancients, As it were toa thief,are you 
come forth with ſwords and clubs? when I was 
daily with you in the Temple, you did not lay 
hands upon me, but this is your hour, and the 
power of darkneſs. And, a p— him, 
they led him to the High Prieſts z bue 
Peter followed afar off. And a fire being kin- 
dled in the midſt of the court, and they fitting 
about it, Peter was in the midſt of them. 
Whom, when a certain wench ſaw, fitting at 
the light, and had beheld him, ſhe faid, Thi 
fellow wasalſo with him. Buthe denied him, 
faying, Woman, I know him not. And, aftera 
while, another man him, ſaid, And thou 
art of them.

And after the ſpace as it were of one hour, a 
certain other man affirmed, faying, Verily, this 
fellow alfo was with him,for he is alſo a Galzlean.

And our Lord turning, look- 
ed on Peter, And Petcr remembred the werg

Cock crow, thou ſhalt thrice denf® me. And 
Peter, going torth adoors, wept bitterly. And 
the men that held him, mocked him, beating 
him. And they did blindfold him, and finote 
His tace. And they asked him, ſaying, Prophe- 
{ie, whois he that ſmote thee £ And blaſphem- 
ing , many other things they ſaid againit him, 
And when it was day,there aſſembled the Anci- 
ents of the people,and Chief prieſts, and Scribes, 
and they brought him into their Counci], ſay- 
ing, If thou be Chriſt, tell us. And he {aid 
to them, If I tell you, you will not believe 
me : If alſo I ask, you will not an{wer me. 
But from henceforth the Son of man ſhall be 
ſitting on the right hand of the power of God. 
And they alſo ſaid, Art thou then the Son of 
God ? Who ſaith, You fay that I am. Bur they 
ſaid, What need we teſtimony any further ? for 
your ſelves have heard of his own mouth. And 
all the mulrirude of them rifting up, led him to 
Pilate. And they began to accuſe him, ſaying, 
We have found this man ſubverting our nation, 
and PEI to give tributes to Ceſar, and 
ſaying, That he is Chriſt the King.

But Plate 
hearing G#llee, asked if the man were of Ga- 
lilee * And when he underſtood, thar he was 
of Herod's juriſdiction , he ſent him back to 
Herod, who was alſo khimſ:If at Jeruſalem in 
thoſe days, And Herod, tceeig Jelius, was very

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glad, for he wasdefirons a long time to ſee him, 
or becauſe he heard many things of him, and 
he hoped to ſee ſome fign wrought by him. 
And he asked him inmany words ? but he an- - 
ſwered him nothing. And there {tood the 
Chief Prieſts and the Scribes conftantly accu- 
ſiing him. And Herod, with his army, fet him 
at nought ; and he mocked him, putting on him 
a white garment, and ſent him back to Pate. 
And Herod and Pilate were made friends that 
day, for before they were enemies one to ano- 
ther. And Plate, calling together the Chief 
Prieſts and Magiſtrates and the People, {aid to 
them, you have preſented to me this min, as 
averting the People, and behold, I, examining 
before you, have found no cauſe in this man, 
of thoſe things wherein you acouſe him ; no, 
nor Herod neither, for I {ent you to him, and 
behold, nothing worthy of death is done to him.

A” that time Jeſus went forth with his 
Diſciples beyond the torrent Cearon, 
where was a — , into which he entred 
and his diſciples. And Fudas alſo, that . be- 
trayed him, knew the place, becauſe Jeſus had 
often reſorted thither, together with his diſci- 
les. Judas therefore having received the 
band of men, and of the chiet prieſts and the 

aariſces,. miniſters, cometh thither with lan- 
thorns, and torches, and weapons. Jeſus there- 
fore knowing all things that ſhould come 
upon him, went forth, and aid to them, Whom 
Tek ye ? They anſwered him, Jeſus of Naza- 
reth. fefus faid to them, Iam he. And Judas 
alſo that betrayed him, ſtood with them, As 
ſoon therefore as heſaid to them, Iam he, they

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therefore he asked them, Whom ſeek ye? And 
they ſaid, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus anſwered, 
I haverold you, that I am he: if therefore you 
ſeek me, let theſe go their ways , that the 
word might be fulfilled which he faid, That 
of them, whom thou haſt given me, I have not 
loit any. Simon Peter therefore , having a 
ſword, drew it out, and ſmote the ſervant of 
the high prieſt, and cut off his right ear. And 
the name of the ſervant was Malchus. Jeſus 
therefore ſaid to Peter, put up thy ſword into 
thy ſcabbard : The chalice which my Father 
hath given me, ſhall not I drink it ? The band 
therefore, ant the tribune, and the miniſters of 
the Fews,apprehended Jeſus,and bound him :and 
they ws. 2 him to Annas firit, for he was 
father-in-law to Caiaphas, who was the high 
pe of that year. And Caiaphas was he that 

ad given counſel to the Fews, that it is expe- 
dient that one man die for the people. S:770 
Peter followed Jeſus and another diſciple. And 
that diſciple was known to the high prieſt, and 
went in with Jeſus into the court of the high 

rieft. But Peter ſtood at the door without. 

he other diſciple therefore, that was known 
to the high prieſt, went forth, and ſpake to 
the pdrtreſs, and brought in Peter. The wench 
therefore, that was portrels, {aid to Peter, Art 
not thou alſo of this mans diſciples ? He ſaid 
to her, I amnot. And the ſervants and miniſters 
ſtood at a fire of coals, becauſe it was cold, 
and warmed themſelves. And with them was 
Petey alſo ſtanding, and warming himſelt. 
The high pricſt therefore asked Jeſus of his 
_ diſciples, and of his docrin, Jeſus anſ#ered- 
bim., I have openly ſpoken to the world : Þ

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the temple, whither all the Jews reſort toge- 
ther : and in ſecret I have ſpoken nothing. 
Why askeft thou me? Ask them that have 
heard me, when I have ſpoken unto them :; Be- 
hold, they know what things I have ſaid. When 
he had ſaid theſe words, one of the miniſters, 
ſtanding by , gave Jeſus a blow, faying, An- 
ſwereſt thou the high-prieſt ſo? Jeſus anſwered 
him. IfI have ſpoken 11], give teſtimony of the 
evil ; but if well, why ſtrikeſt thou me ? And 
Amnas ſent him bound to Caiaphas, the high 
pricit. And Simon Peter was ſtanding, and 
warming himſelf, they ſaid therefore to him, 
Art not thou alſo of his Diſciples ? He denied, 
and ſaid, I am not. One of the ſervants of the 
high pres, (cofin to him whoſe ear Peter did 
cut off ) ſaith to him, Did not1 ſee thee in 
the garden with him ? Again therefore Peter 
denied. And forthwith the cock crew. They 
therefore bring Jeſus from Caiaphas, into the 
palace. And it was morning,and they went nor 
ito the palace, that they might not be conta- 
minated, but that they might eat the Paſche. 
- Pilatetherefore went forth to them withour, 
and ſaid, What accuſation bring you againſt 
this man ? They anſwered and faid to him, If 
were not a malefattor, we would not have 
delivered him up to thee. Plate therefore 
faid to them, take him you, and, according to 
yourlaw, judge him. The Jews therefore faid 
to him, Ir is not lawful for us to kill any man. 
That the word of Jeſus _— be fulfilled which 
he faid, ſignifying what 
_ Pilatetherefore went into the palace again, an 
called Jeſus, and ſaid to him, Arr thou the king 
of the Jews ? Jeſus anſwered, Sayeſt thou this 
of thy {&lf, or haveothers told it thee yp ws 
a. WO iuare 
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eath he ſhould die. - 
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Pilate anſwcred, Why, Am not a Few ? Thy 
nation and the chief prieſts have-delivered thee 
up to me: What haſt thou done? Jeſus an- 
. ſwered, My Kingdom: is not of this world ; if 
my Kingdom were of this world, my mini- 
fters verily would ſtrive, that I ſhould not be 
delivered to the Fews ; but now my Kingdom 
is not from hence. Pilate theretore faid to 
him, Art thou a King then ? Jeſus anſwered, 
Thouſayeſt, that I am a King. For this was I 
born, and for this came I into the world, that 
I ſhould give teſtimony to the truth. Every 
one that 1s of the truth , heareth my voice. 
Pilate faith to him, What is truth ? And when 
he had ſaid this,he went forth again to the Jews, 
and faid to them, I find no cauſe in him. Bur 
«you have a cuſtom, that I ſhould releaſe 'one to 
you in the Paſche ; Will you therefore, that I 
releaſe unto you the King of the Fews ? They 
all therefore cryed again, ſaying, Not him, but 
Barabbas. And Barabbas was a thief. Then 
therefore P:late took Jeſus, and ſcourged him.

unleſs it were given thee from above. There- 
fore he that hath betrayed me to thee, hath the 
greater {in. From thenceforth Plate ſought 
to releaſe him. But the Fews cryed, ſaying, It 
thou releaſe this man , thou art not Cefar's 
friend. Every one that maketh himſelf a King, 
ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. Bur Pilate, when hes 
had heard theſe words, brought forth Jeſus,and 
he fate in the judgment-ſeat, 1n the place that is 
called Lithoſtrotos, and in the Hebrew Gabba- 
tha. And it was the Paraſceve of the Paſche, 
about the ſixth hour. And he faid to the 
Jews, Lo your King. Burt they cryed, Away 
with him,away with him ; Crucihe him. P:/ate 
{aid to them, Shall I crucitie your King ? The 
chief prieſts anſwered, We have no King, bur 
Czjar. Then therefore he delivered him unto 
- them forto be crucified, And they took Jeſus, 
and led him forth. And, bearing his own 
croſs, he went forth into- that which is called 


- "the place' of Calvary! , in Hebrew Golgotha ; 


where they crucified him, and with him two 
others, on the 0 e, and on the other, and 
in the midit Jeſus. Ang Pilate wrote a title 
alſo, and he pur it upon the croſs. And it was 
written, Jeſus of Nazareth, the King: of the 
Jews: -This ritle therefore'many of t mow 
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did read , becauſe the place where Jeſus was 
crucified was nigh to the city, and it was writ- 
ren in Hebrew, in Greek, and in Latin. The 
chief prieſts therefore of the Fews, ſaid to Pi- - 
late, Write not the King of the Jews, but that he 
faid, I am the King of the Fews. Pilate an- 
ſwered,, That which I have written, I have 
' written. The ſoldiers therefore , when they 
had crucified him, took his garments (and they 
made four parts, to every {oldier a part) and 
his coat. And his coat was without ſeam, 
wrought from the top throughout. They faid 
therefore one to another, Let us not cut it, but 
let us caſt lots for it , whoſe it ſhall be. Thar 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaying, They 
have parted my garments among them, and 
upon my veſture they have caſt lots. And the 
ſoldiers did theſe things. And there ſtood 
beſide the Croſs of Jeſus, his mother, and his 
mother's ſiſter, Mary of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jeſus therefore had ſeen his 
mother and the diſciple ſtanding, whom he 
loved, he ſaith to his mother, Woman, behold, 
thy ſon. After that, he faith to the diſciple, 
Behold thy mother. And from that hour the 
diſciple took her to his own. Afterward Jeſus 
knowing that all things were now-confummate, 
that the Scriptureamight be fulblled, he faith, I 
thirſt, A veſſel therefore ſtood there full of vi- 
neger, and they putting a ſpunge full of vine- 
er about hyſlop, offered it to his mouth. Jeſis 
therefore, when he had taken the vinegar, ſaid, 
It is conſummate, and, bowing his head, he 
gave up the Ghoſt. 
Here the Faithful kneel or proſtrate them- 
elves, for a while upon the ground, to med;- 
tate on Chriſt's expiring. on by e Croſs for them 
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The Jews therefore (becauſe it was the 
Paraſceve) that the bodies might not re- 
pon the croſs on the. ſabbath, (for that

legs might be broken, and they 

—_—_ be taken away. The ſouldiers thcre- 
fore came : and of the firſt indeed they brake 
the legs,and of the other that was crucified with 
him.

his legs, but one of the ſouldiers, with a ſpear,

N O E, when he was five hundred years old, 
begat, Sem, Cham, and Faphet. And at- 
ter that men began to be me upon the 
earth, and procreation of Daughters, the Sons 
of God, ſeeing the Daughters of Men, thar 
they were fair, took ro themſelves Wives out of 
all which they had choſen. And God faid, 
My ſpirit ſhall not remain with man for ever, . 
becauſe heis fleſh ; and his days ſhall be an 
hundred and twenty years. And Gyants were 
upon the earth in thoſe days. For after the 
ſons of God did company with the Daughters 
of men, and they brought forth children : 
theſe be the mighty of the old World, famous 
Men. And God , ſeeing the malice of men 
was much upon the cons 4 and that all the co- 


gitation of their hearts was bent to evil at all 
times, it repented him, that he had made man 
uponearth.

The length of 
the Ark ſhall be three hundred cubits, fifty 
cubits the breadth, and thirty cubits the 
beighth of it. Thou ſhalt make a window 
in the. Ark ; and in a cubit finiſh the top of 
' it : and the door of the Ark ſhalt thou fer at 
the fide below ; middle chambers, and third 
lofts ſhalt thou make in it. Behold, I will bring 
the waters of a out flood upon the earth, that 
1 may deſtroy all fleſh, wherein there is breath 
of life under Heaven. All things - that are in 
the carth ſhall be confumed. And I will efta- 
bliſh my covenant with thee , and thou ſhalr 
enter ivto the Ark, thou and thy ſons, and 
thy wite, and the wives of thy ſons, with thee. 
And of all living creatures, of all fleſh thou 
ſhalr bring pairs iaro the Ark, that the may 
live with thee, of the male ſex, and the female. 
Of fouls according to I kiad, and of beaſts 
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in their kind, and of all that creepeth on the 
carth, according to their kind : pairs of all 
ſorts ſhall enter in with thee, that they ma 
live. Thou ſhalt take therefore with thee of a 
meats, that may be eaten, and thou ſhale lay 
them up with thee ; and they ſhall be meat 
for thee and them. Noe theretore did all things 
which God commanded him. And he was 11x 
hundred 'years old, when the waters - of the 
flood overflowed the earth. Then all the foun- 
tains of the great depth were broken up, and 
the flood-gates of heaven were opened ; and 
the . rain fell upon the earth forty days and 
forty nights. In the very point of that day en- 
tred Noe, and Sem, Cham, and Japhet, his ſons, 
and his wife, and the three wives of his ſons, 
with them into the Ark, they and every beaſt, -

Young men 
faw the light, and dwelt upon the earth, but 
the way of diſcipline they knew nor, neither 
underſtood they the paths thereof;neirher have 
their children received it. It is made far from 
their face. It hath not been heard in the land 
of Canaan ; neither hath it been {cen in Theman. 
The children of Agaralfo, that ſeek out the pru- 
dence that is of the earth ; merchants of Myrrh, 
and of Theman, and fablers, and ſearchers of 
prudence and underſtanding. - But the way of 
wiſdom they have not known ; neither have 
they remembred the parhs thereof.

Then Nabuchodonoſe or, in fury and 
in wrath commanded, that Sidrach, M:iſach, 
and Abdenago, ſhould be brought, who imme- 
diately were moughe before the king. And Na- 
buchodonsſor , the ing, pmgonacing, ſaid unto 
them, Indeed Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenago, 
do not you worſhip my gods ? and the golden. 
ſtatue, that I have ſet up, do not you adore ? 
Now therefore, if you be ready, in what hour. 
ſoever you ſhall hear the ſound of the trum- 
pet, the pipe, the harp, of the dulcimer, and 
pRnery, and ſymphony, and of all kind of mu- 
ical inſtruments, proſtrate your ſelves, and 
adore the ſtatue which I have made. But if 
you adore not, the ſelf-ſame hour ye ſhall be 
caſt into the furnace of burning fire : and what 
God is there, that ſhall deliver you out of my 
hand ? Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenego, anſwer- 
ing, faid to king Nabuchodonoſor, We muſt nor 
anſwer thee concerning this thing.

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from the furnace of burning fire, and ont of thy 
| hands, O King, deliver us. But if he will not, 
be it known to thee, O King, that we worſhip 
not thy gods : and the golden ſtatue, whic 
thou haſt erected, we adore not. Then was Na- 
b:uchodonoſor replenithed with fury,and the look 
of his face was altered upon Sidarach, Miſach, 
and Abdenago ; and he commanded, that the 
firnace ſhould be heated ſeven times more than 
it had been accuſtomed to be heated. And 
. commanded the ſtrongeſt men of his hoſts, to 
bind the feet of Sidrach, Miſach and Abdenago, 
2nd to caſt them into the furnace of burnin 
fire. And forthwith thoſe .men, bemg boun 
with their breeches, and head-atrire, and ſhooes 
and garments, were caſt into the furnace 0 
burning fire. For the commandment of the 
=_ 1d urge ; and the furnace was heated ex- 
ecedingly. Moreover the flame of the fire flew 
thoſe men that had caſt in Siarach, Miſach, and - 
Abdenago. But theſe three men, Sidrach, Mi- 
fach, and Abacnago, fell in the mids of the 
furnace of burning fire, bound rogether. And 
they walked in the mids of the flame, praiſing 
God and bleſſing our Lord. .
